From what I am hearing
from the residents on Labrador Run, when the neighborhood
was developed, they left enough space between the
neighborhood to come off of Airport Boulevard and Ben
Hamilton Road. They then cut through these two (2)
residential subdivisions to cut back across and come out
somewhere near the McDonald Road and 0ld Pascagoula Road
intersection.

W. Bryan Kegley II: That is correct.

Commissioner Dueitt: I am telling you now that I am
adamantly opposed to that plan. I know the letter said for
the residents to contact Alabama Department of
Transportation (ALDOT) about this issue. I’'m just putting
it out there that I'm opposed to that plan. I don’t think
it’s a good plan. I think maybe the developer was aware of
there being the potential for a road through there.
Obviously he left the space to do that. I think maybe
there was some deception from him to the residents in the
neighborhood and what the future plans were. I don’t see
it being a good idea to run a five-lane highway through the
middle of a subdivision. If at all possible, I would like
for us to look at the option of the widening of McDonald
Road. It is probably a better option for us and the people
that live in that area. I wanted to put that out there so
you and the public to know that I’'m concerned about this
road running through there. I want to plant that seed with
you SO we can start looking at that.
